Tobacco does well here and grows to a great 
size. Fine cut tobacco, so largely used in the 
Middle and Western States, is planted about 
the Ist of June and is harvested in Septem- 
ber. The product tuns as high as twenty-five 
to thirty-five pails to the acre. Smoking to- 
bacco is planted a little later and runs higher 
as to product, being ninety to 110 papers to 
the acre ona good year. Plug tobacco, un- 
less it suffers from heavy winds, which are 
apttoknock off the half-grown plugs, isa 
very profitable crop. 

Seriously, however, let me say that those 
who chew, especially plug tobacco, may 
wean themselves successfully, Mr. Secretary, 
I believe, if they will see it prepared.

The Penitentiary Walls Demolished and 
Convicts Crashed, 


a STEAMBOAT BLOWN TO FRAGMENTS 
BY THE WIND. 


Blocks of Buildings Shattered and the 
Debris Strewn Along the Streete—The 
Executive Mansion Torn to Pieces by 


Rain Fell in Torrentse—Fears That 
Lives Have Been Lost by the Sweep- 
ing Torrents in the Lowlands of the 


City. 


BaTON ROUGE, La., July 6.—This morning a 
terrible cyclone swept over thiscity with 
fearful violence, leaving atrack marked by 
wrecked buildings, prostrated trees and dead 
and wounded men and women. 

The storm passed over the lower portion of 

the town, unroofing houses, tearing up im- 
mense trees and carrying missiles along in 
the air for many blocks. The 
Governor’s mansion was directly 
in the path of the hurricane, which 
madea clean sweep of every chimney and 
cleared its front of its large trees. The roof 
of the handsome residence belonging to Mr. 
Marshall was carried away and great damage 
was done tothe place. The boulevard is one 
mass of trees that has been torn up by the 
wind and the street is Gilled with debris. 
There is scarcely a pane of glass left in town, 
and few houses have complete roofs. Fences 
have been taken up by the wind and carried 
for miles. 

The rain has been falling in torrents since 4 
o’clock this morning, and where household 
goods have not been carried away by the wind 
have been ruined by water. Streets and 
sewers are flooded, and it Is feared that some 
persons have been drowned in the lower part 
of the city. 

A SCENE OF HORROR. 

At the penitentiary the scene was a terrible 
one. Without any warning whatever the 
walls of the factory in which 
one hundred convicts were at work 
were crushed in as ff they had been 
more pasteboard. The guards were help- 
jess, and as most of the men at work were 
either killed or wounded, little could 
be done toward extricating the un- 
fortunate victims until help arrived 
from the main prison building. To 
add to the horror of the situation 
the ruins caught firefrom the furnace in the 
engine room, but owing to the heayy rain 
which was falling the threatened holocaust 
was averted. 

The rescuers went quickly to work 
and began the task of extricat- 
ing the dead and dying from beneath 
the ruins. Ofthe force at work when the 
storm struck the building it was discovered 
that ten had been Killed and thirty seriously 
injured and all the others more or less 
bruised. 

This was not the worst. The hospital of 
the penitentiary, in which were lying a num- 
ber of maimed and helpless convicts, was also 
leveled to the ground by the fury of the 
storm. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

The work of rescue at the factory building, 
where the larger number of lives were in 
danger, diverted attention fromthe unfor- 
tunates in the hospital, and it was 
not until most of the working 
force had been rescued that the 
prison Officials found time to turn their at - 
tention to the hospital. Here the work was 
even more difficult tnan at the factory, 
Owing to the weakness of the inmates, who 
were unable even to give the rescuers an in- 
dication of their presence in the debris by 
shouting. The work, therefore, proceeds 
Slowly. 

Upto noon, however, it ig believed that 
most of the patients have been rescued. 
Rain is still falling in torrents, and shows no 
Signs of abating.

The boat was tied up in the 
harbor, but her people were all on board, 
The storm came so suddenly that all attempts 
to escape were fruitless. The men were hurled 
into the water with the fragments 
of the boat and that any escaped is a miracle. 
Several other boats were along the shore and 
many of them fared badly, but none met the 
fate of the Smoky City. They were all blown 
from their moorings.

STEAMER SUNK. 


AN UNKNOWN VESSEL GOES DOWN NEAR DOVER 
LAST NIGHT. 

Lorpox, July 6.—The startling intelligence 
has been received that a large steamer sunk 
off Dover some time during last night. 
The dispatches say that one mast 
of the vessel is visible above the water. No 
details of the disaster are as yet obtainable. 
In shipping circles here and elsewhere anxious 
inquiries are being made in regard to the 
report. The first dispatch received here 
stated that one mast of the sunken vessel 
was visible above water, but otherwise no 
particulars were given. The wreck appears 
tobe that ofa steamer of over a thousand 
tons burthen. No survtwors of the disaster 
have yet reached ports nearthe spot where 
the vessel sank.

He did not 
notice the smoke until the train was almost 
on the burning bridge. It was then too late 
to stop on the side of it and acting on the 
theory thata fast run might get the train 
over safely he threw the throttle wide open.

FATAL TARGET PRACTICE. 

SYDNEY, N. S. W., July 6.—The British war 
ship Cordelia, Capt. Harry T. Grenfel, ten 
guns ,2,380 tons and 2, 40 horse power, has just 
returned to this port aftera most disastrous 
trip to sea fortarget practice with her big 
guns. Capt.. Grenfel reports that while 
practicing with one of the Cordelia’s six-inch 
breech loading guns the latter exploded, 
killing Lieut.

Loxpon, July 6.—The Emperor of Germany 
arose at an early hour this morning, and af- 
ter a light breakfast he left Windsor Castle 
on horseback, accompanied by the Duke of 
Connaught and a brilliant staf, with the in- 
tention of visiting Eton, England’s most 
popular college school. After enjoying a 
nice bracing ride, the Emperor reached 
Eton’s parade ground, and there found a 
well-equipped, bright-looking body of col- 
legians, about 00 in number, drawn up in 
line for his inspection. As soon as the Em- 
peror arrived near the rear of the line, the 
young Eton volunteers presented arms in a 
most soldierly, precise manner, causing the 
Emperor to smile with approval. As the lads 
brought their rifies to the ‘‘present’’ the 
Eton School Band struck up the national 
anthem, and the crowds in the neighborhood 
cheered most heartily. ' 

After the last note of the anthem died away 
on the morning air the young amateur 
soldiers were put through the manuel of 
arms and other exercises. The youngsters 
marched pagt the Emperor who sat on horse- 
back surrounded by staff officers. The lads’ 
marching was worthy of high praise, and 
evidently greatly pleased the Imperial guest 
of England. After the march past the 
Emperor the Eton volunteers again 
formed in line and at a preconcerted 
signal gave three ringing cheers for 
the Emperor, in which greeting they were 
joined by everybody present, among whom 
were a crowd of Etonians of the past and 
present. The Emperor was evidently much 
pleased with this portion of his day’s enjoy- 
ment. 

When the cheering had subsided the 
Emperor rode to the front of the line and 
bowing tothe young volunteers praised the 
manner in which they had gone through the 
Grill, which he said was performed very creda- 
itably.

THE END IS NEAR. 


Death Hovers Over the Gloomy Prison 
: Walls of Sing Sing. 


THE FOUR MURDERERS MAY DIE BEFORE 


SUNSET TO-DAY. 3 


Grim Preparations for the Electrocution 
of Jugiro, Slocum, Smiler and Wood— 
How They Passed the Night—-Weary 
Watchers About the Penitentiary Gates 
Warden Brown’s Reticence. 


Sing Sino, N. V., July 6.~—The night passed 
quietly in the neighborhood of the State 
prison. At intervals hacks drove up and 
drove away again, bearing loads of news- 
paper men. The prison officials did every- 
thing that they could to make the time pass 
pleasantly. A generous supply of coffee, 
which had been made for the guards, was pat 
in general circulation. Nothing was seen of 
the warden or any of the witnesses during 
the night. At midnight the warden’s son 
advised the watchers to go away and get four 
or five hours’ sleep, but they would not take 
his advice, and so he sat up to keep them 
company. Everyone about the prison pro- 
fessed ignorance of the warden’s where- 
abouts. It was a general belief that he was 
off somewhere getting together his witnesses, 
and the river front was patrolled until a late 
hour for the possible landing of a special 
boat with the execution party on board. As 
the gray dawn crept up in the east, the weary 
watchers gave up the idea of a special boat 
or special train, and most of them went away 
to catch a few hours’ sleep. The warden was 
expected on the 5:31 train from Albany. It is 
the express which does not stop at Sing Sing, 
but it was thought that it might have re- 
ceived special orders to stop for the Warden. 
The train swept through the town, however, 
at its usual rate of speed. 

About fifty newspaper reporters, together 
with twice that many town-folk, were in 
front of the main entrance about 10:30 o’ clock, 
when a small man with a bald head and a 
white beard entered on the armofa young 
man. They had approached the prison afoot. 
Mr. Connaughton greeted them heartily. It 
was reported that this was the first witness 
toarrive. Sing Sing people present said he 
was a stranger in town, While the armed 
guard was persistent in its efforts to keep 
every person completely off the property be- 
longing to the prison, no attempt was made 
to Keep newspaper men from entering the 
prison by the main entrance and speaking to 
the keepers within. During Warden Brown’s 
absence at Poughkeepsie Principal Keeper 
Connaughton has met the visiting newspaper 
men and treated them with every courtesy. 

WARDEN BROWN ARRIVES. 

At 12 minutes before’ o’clock this morning 
the buckboard of the Warden appeared com- 
ing down the road tothe prison, the War- 
den’s son driving and the Warden sitting 
beside him. The Warden looked as though 
he had not had much sleep in the last twenty- 
four hours. His face was pale and there were 
Geep rings around his eyes. He greeted the 
Uttie group Of newspaper reporters cordially 
and passed on to his office. The first thing he 
did was toissuean order to keep every one 
away from the office and the walk in front of 
It. l' ve got to keep you people away now, 
he said tothe correspondent of the United 
Press. 

I've treated you as cordially as I know 
how, and given you every facility possible; 
but to-day I must have my house to myself.

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THE DEATH CHAMBER. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ELECTRICAL APPARATUS 
AND ITS OPERATION, 

Sino Sino, July 6.—The chair in which the 
condemned mien will suffer the death penalty 
ie substantial as well as comfortable look - 
ing piece of wood-workers’ mechanism, and, 
with the connections with the dynamo, was 
designed by Capt. Hilbert, the prison ma- 
chinist, under whose supervision it was built. 
It is constructed in a very workmanlike man- 
ner and differs very materially from the chair 
used in the execution of Remmler at Auburn 
Prison. The chair is located in a room just 
south of that occupied by the cells of the 
condemned men, which is entered by 
a door opening from the passage which 
runs in front of their cells. The room is 0 
feet long by 2% wide and is perfectly bare, 
except for the muslin curtained windows, 
throtgh which light enters in abundance, 
The addition in which the death chamber is 
located is the last one built, and is a one- 
story frame structure. As the visitors enter 
the room of execution he faces the chair 
which is placed at the oppositeend. This 
article of furniture which is an object of 
terror to the four men fs very solid. The seat 
is broad and the back on which a heavy head 
rest is constructed has a slight curve. Above 
the rest and fastened to the back by a long 
strip is a flgure 4. which is intended to 
rest on the head of the occupant, It is 
through this the wire which conveys the cur- 
rent passes. Besides this there are a number 
of straps used to secure the prisoner in posi- 
tion after he has taken his seat in the chair. 
The chair faces the east, and directly behind 
it is a low cabinet for the use of the man who 
turns on the current, who is thus out of sight 
of everybody. 

Its sides, however, do not reach the celil- 
ing, so the operator can have plenty of ven- 


tilation. 
IN THE DYNAMO BOOM. 

Directly back of the cabinet, and against 
which the cabinet stands, is a door leadin 
directly to the dynamo-room. On the side 
the cabinet is a sliding door which on being 
opened reveals the switchboard by which 
the signals are given the operator, who 
stands in the cabinet and turns on the fatal 
current.

HE COLUMBIA PATENT CO. WILL SELL 
THEIR OUTPUT. 


Mr. John W. Gates Removes to Chicago to 
Take Charge of the Business—Every 
Large Barb Wire Manufacturer in 

the Country Interested in the Scheme— 
The Plan of Operation. 


John W. Gates, president of the St. Louis 
wire Mill Co., is no longer a resident of St. 
Louis. He has removed to his old home at 
Chicago from which city he came to St. Louis 
pine years ago. Mr. Gates has gone there to 
accept the position of Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Columbia 
Patent Co., which was organized last Jan- 
pary and incorporated in February under 
the laws of the State of Kentucky. The head - 
quarters of the company are given in the in- 
corporation papers as at Newport, Ky., Dut 
in reality the concern has its headquarters at 
Chicago, III., the incorporation papers being 
taken out in Kentucky on accountof the 
extreme liberality of the laws there. The 
Columbia Patent Co. is a corporation com- 

sed of representatives of twenty-one 
different barbed wire manufactories, every 
factory in the country except three 
being in it. Those three are small 
concerns and cut little figure. One is Free- 
man’s factory in East St. Louis, now run by 
aman named Field. Another is located at 
Burlington, Io., and the third is a very small 
place at Joliet, III. It is claimed that they 
areall willing to enter the Columbia Co., 
put cannot get in, the price demanded being 


Qo? high. 
THE COLUMBIA PATENT CO. 

This Columbia company has purchased all 
the barb wire patents of the Washburne- 
Moen Co., over which there was so much 
litigation. The company was organized for 
the purpose of effecting a compromise with 
the Washburne-Moen Co, by purchasing 
their patents and thus ending 
all the costly litigation which 
grew out of the use by other concerns, with- 
out the payment of royalty, of patents 
claimed by thatcompany. The Washburne- 
Moen Co. is itself interested in the Columbia 
Co. As there is a law in this country 
against trusts the companies did not combine 
as so many companies to purchase the 
patents, but the individual owners of the 
various mills purchased stock in the corpora- 
tion, and accomplished the same purpose. 

That which we call a trust by any other 
name will work as well. 

These mills whose owners have stock in 
the Colambia Patent Co. use the Washburne- 
Moen patents, only, instead of paying a roy- 
alty to that concern, pay it to themselves as 
stockholders of the Columbia company. This 
scheme has worked so beautifully that it has 
been decided to enlarge the Columbia com- 
pany’s sphere of usefulness. 

WILL SELL THE ENTIRE OUTPUT. 

Recently steps have been on foot to have all 
the output of the various mills controlied by 
and sold through the Columbia Patent Co., 
thus accomplishiag all the work ofa trust 
without, technically speaking, being a trust 
Of course if the Columbia company succeed# 
in controlling the trade of the entire country, 
it can, if it should so desire, raise 
prices to a maximum, and reduce ex- 
penses to a minimum, and all this 
will be a very handsome and profitable ar- 
rangement forthe manufacturers of barbed 
wire. Itis understood that seventeen or 
eighteen of the twenty-one milis interested 
in the Columbia Co. have agreed to enter 
into this arrangement and the consent of the 
remaining fewis almost certain to be ob- 
tained within the next few days. Among the 
companies who have not yet entered into 
the arrangement is the Wash- 
burn-Moen Co., which ig the most 
extensive individual manufacturer of 
barb wire in the country. Asstated, how- 
ever, they have about as good as consented, 
and together with the others still out will be 
in the agreement within the next few days, 
providing nothing occurs to break off the 
negotiations which are mow practically 
closed. Just how far these negotiations have 
advanced can be judged when it is stated 
that Mr. Gates has already gone to Chicago 
to take charge of this new field of use- 
fulness of the Columbia Patont Co., that 
his furniture has been packed up and shipped 
there, andthat his wife and family leave 
here to-morrow night to join him. 

MR. GATES’ KEW POSITION. 

Practically the entire twenty-one com- 
panies are in the agreement, and the Execu- 
tive Committee who will conduct the busi- 
ness of the company bas been chosen and 

ir. Gates elected its Chairman. The ar- 
rangement is that each mill is to turn out the 
same amount of barbed wire manufact- 
ured by them last year and 
all the wire is to be sold through this Execu- 
tive Committee, of which Mr. Gates is chair - 
man. in this way the mills cannot only ro- 
duce their expenses Dy cutting 
down the number of traveling 
men and employes, but there can de 
no cutting of prices. The Executive Com- 
mittee, by gelling all the goods, will geta 
uniform price for it, and those who will not 
pay it will have to do without the 
Wire. Whether they will raise prices 
any remains to be seen. Mr. 
Gates was largely instrumental in 
getting the various concerns to enter into 
this arrangement and as ehairman of the 
Executive Committee which is to run the 
business he will practically be the active 
head of the Columbia Patent Co. 
0. M. Greggy of Crawfordsville, Ind., is the 
President of the company, bat the control of 
the sale of the wire will be vested in the 
Executive Committee, of which Mr. 
Sates is chairman and the active 
representative. No doubt his suggestions 
will be followed pretty closely by the com- 
mittee, and he is the only member of the 
committee who will draw a salary, and it is 
said the salary he will draw will be 
large enough to materially detract from 
the savings secured by cutting off traveling 
men. In fact Mr. Gates is to be handsomely 
rewarded for his services. He will still re- 
tain Bis interest in the St. Louis Wire Mil 
Co, which concern claims to rank next 
to the Washburne-Moen Co. in 
the manufacture of barb-wire. Besides their 
mili at Twenty-first and Gratiot streets the 
company also owns a mill at Pittsburg, Pa., 
Where it operates as the Braddock Wire Mu 
(o. The only other barb-wire mil 
at St. Louis besides that of Mr. Gates is the 
Continental Wire Co. of which Mr. D. R. 
Wolfe is President. They are in the agree- 
ment, and it is claimed that the only three 
concerns in the country which 
are pot interested in the Oolumbia 
Patent Co. will cut no figure in the barb wire 
trade, as they are all very small, and make 
their barb wire by a different process, not 
belng able to use the Washburne-Moen 
patents. It seems to be the belief 
Tong the manufacturers who are in the 
agreement that these other mils will all 
have to close, and one of them is said ve 
shut down already.

BEATEN 80 SEVERELY THAT HE LOST 
HIS REASON. 


His Mother Makes Application To-Day for 
a Warrant Against One ofthe Men Re- 
sponsible for Her Son’s Condition— 
Other Cases of Brutality by Guards at 
the Work-House. 


Mrs. Mary N. O'Keefe, residing at 2606 
Beligiade avenue, was at the Four Courts 
this morning accompanied by her married 
daughter. she was locking for a 
warrant against one Saylor, a guard at the 
City Work-house. Her story was a sad one. 
About two months ago her son, Michael 
O’Keefe was sent tothe Work-houseon a 
charge oflarceny. The boy’s health failed 
and hewas unabletodothe hard work as- 


signed him. 
BEATEN BY GUARDS. 

The guards accused him of laziness and 
shirking his work. Two of them, Gaylor and 
a companion who is at present un 
known, set upon and beat him 
ina most brutal manner. His sentence ex- 
pired on June 8, and he came home 
still) suffering from his injuries. Drs. 
O'Reilly and Callaway were called 
on and have been attending him regularly 
ever since. His injuries were 80 severe that 
his mind gradually gave way under the 
strain.

of punishment used at the Workhouse was 
a piece of rubber hose, it was discovered by 
some accident thata man had been beaten 
with clubs or kicked into serious fliness by 
some of the men who had charge of the pris- 


oners. 

. WHITEWASHING INVESTIGATION. 

The Work- hause is in the charge 
of both Mayor Noonan and “/Pres. 
ident Burnett of the Board of 
Public Improvements, but whenever charges 
of cruelty seem to be likely to be brought 
against any ofthe guards of the place, some 
of their friends in some way bring 
the whole prosecution to naught. Since 
Supt. John ©. Lohrum took charge of the 
Work-house, succeeding Supt. Carroll, 
things have been no better. One man was 
shot and killed not long ago by 
the guards, who saidin excuse, that he was 
trying to escape. 

A WORK-HOUSE MURDER. 
This was William Bower. It was not 
clearly shown that the man 
was trying to get away, 
and nobody attempted to prove that 
it was necessary to shoot him. Yet 
the Coroner’s jury that sat ou the 
case, being a jury organized especially 
to acquit the guard, declared the deed justi- 
able homicide. The guard who killed the 
man is still employed at the Work- house. 
A DEADLY ASSAULT. 

The brutal beating of George Roberts took 
place a few days after this. Roberts was 
out with other prisoners working, 
and seeing a chance jumped 
a fence and tried to escape. The guards 
overtook him, and he surrendered, upon 
which one of them clubbed him with a base 
ball bat until his head was a bloody mass 
and he was unable to walk. It was said then 
by the city officials that an in- 
vestigation would be made of 
this affair, but it has not 
yet been commenced, and nothing has been 
heard ot it lately. Perhaps this last instance 
of brutality will arouse the officials 
who have been letting the 
Work-house manage itself to a sense of their 
duty. Mayor Noonan could, with perfect 
propriety, itis thought, make a special in- 
vestigation himself of the assaults that have 
been made lately upon the prisoners, and 
one example made of the cruel guards would 
go far toward stopping the barbarity that 

isgraced the last two administrations.

The action of the Building Committee of the 
School Board at its meeting last Friday aft- 
ernoon in appointing a sub-committee to 
select suitable hot-air heating ap- 
paratus tor the Ames Addition, 
Bryan Hill, Irving, Westminster and 
other schools has caused much comment. 
The same Committee has advertised for bids 
for the steam-heating apparatus for other 
schools, but instead of following the same 
course with reference to the schools that are 
to be heated by hot air, appointed a sub-com- 
committee to select the furnace. This is the 
principal cause of the criticism that has since 
been indulged in at the expense of the 
committee. The sub-committee selected is 
composed of Directors Cudmore, O’Connor 
and Bus. They are expected to examine all 
the furnaces exhibited, and report in favor 
of one best suited for the schools. This 
action on the part of the 
Building Oommittee has again given 
rise to the report that no furnace other than 
that handled by the Fuller-Warren Co. will 
stand any show with thecommittee. The 
Fuller-Warren furnace has, it appears, had 
the preference for the past several years,and 
now it is claimed its competitors will again 
be practically* shut ont. Why the 
board would advertise for bids for the steam- 
heating and not do the same for the fur- 
naces is considered rather surprising, and 
consequently there has been no little gossip 
resultant from the committee’s action. 
Some of this ig due to the fact that one of the 
members of the sub-committee isin the fur- 
nace business and handles the furnaces 
manufactured by the Fuller-Warren Co. 

CHAIRMAN O’CONNEL’S STATEMENT. 

Chairman O’Connel of the Building Com- 
mittee said to-day that the committee had no 
intention of giving any furnace the prefer- 
ence. ‘*‘What we want, he said, is to get 
a furnace that will give satisfaction and 
come within the requirements of the board’s 
notion of heating and ventilation. 
We have given much study to this matter 
and desire to get furnaces for the schools 
that willcome up to the standard. At the 
meeting Friday the engineer of the board 
made his report, reCommending that the 
furnaces be selected to fit the flues in the 
new school buildings and additions. What 
the committee wants is to have these fur- 
maces selected and put in the new 
buildings sothere woh’t have to be any 
changes or alterations made afterwards. The 
sub-committee was selected with a view to 
getting men posted in reference to hot air 
heating. Any story that this action was taken 
in the interest of any one furnace is absurd.’’ 

President Miller of the board was seen 
and asked what de thought of the 
committee’s action, He said: ‘‘I have 
beén out of the city for the past few days and 
have not had a chance to learn what was 
done at the last meeting of the Building Com- 
mittee.’’ He added that he had not heard any 
complaint. Three years ago he said, a sub- 
committee recommended the Fuller-Warren 
furnace, and since then a number had been 
placed in use. 

WANTS THE BEST. 

Director Bus said: ‘‘I have been appointed 
on that committee to select a suitable fur- 
nace and I propose to recommend the one 
best suited. The committee wants the best 
furnace it can get and that is the one I shall 
favor. We want something that will come 
up to the most approved method of heating 
and ventilation. The sub-committee 
will carefully consider the worth of all the 
furnaces before it makes a report. 

Director O’Connor said that he had 
been placed on the committee 
without any solicitation on his part. It is 
true,’’ he said, ‘‘that I keep the Fuller- 
Warren goods in my stock, but Ihave other 
furnaces as well. So far, however, as J] am 
concerned I do not care what furnace is 
adopted as long as it is as good as 
can be obtained. He also said 
that the sub-committee was appointed to 
make the selection because the general com- 
mittee thought better results could be ob- 
tained than by advertising for bids. 

AMOUNTS TO CONSIDERABLE. 

As there are some six or seven buildings to 
be fitted up with hot air heating ap- 
paratus, it will be seen that a goodly 
sum is involyed, as the furnace 
pipes and other necessary fittings are quite 
extensive. Of late there have been a number 
of inquiries made at the School Board office 
by furnace men anxious to enter their goods 
in competition, and unless they are given the 
same opportunities asthe Fuller- Warren Co. 
there is likely to be a very lively protest filed, 
yong the board will be called upon to con- 
sider,

DIED IN POVERTY. 


Last Days and Death of a Famous Vio- 
linist. 


SAN JosE, COal., July 6.—Prof. Herman 
Kominger, at one time a famous violinist 
and an erudite educator on the Pacific Coast, 
died yesterday ina mean little shanty at No. 
44 Colfax street. Although worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, and with $2,000 in 
gold hidden in the bed clothes beneath him, 
he would not spend a cent for medicine, and 
for weeks he had absolutely starved. 
He was 80 years old. He had a vio- 
lin that he often refused a fortune 
for. This violin and his writings of 
books speedily made him famous. He was 
author of a number of prose works and 
poems, an elementary history of the world 
and numerous text bookg on free thought. 
The old man’s violin when found was in his 
right arm clasped to his breast while his left 
hand was buried beneath the soiled bed linen 
and clutched the gold treasure, the hoarding 
of which cost him his life. 

The dead man has a brother, John W. Kom- 
inger, living here whois one of the wealth- 
lest ranch owners in the State. He says that 
Herman many years ago was a professor in 
Heidelberg University. The deceased 
has also six grown sons. One ig a 
teacher of music in Berne, Switzerland, and 
another isa merchantat Galena, ll. When 
the news of the old man’s death was made 
known two flerce bull dogs that he kept in his 
yard had to be killed before the coroner could 
get in the house. The dead miser’s relatives 
are now overrunning the place, despite the 
efforts of the police, and with hammer, ax

He gave the name of Joseph 
Wright and asserted that he had no Know!l- 
edge whatever of the affair. 

Edward McCabe, an lron - worker, who 
was walking on Milton avenue during the 
chase, received a bullet wound in the back 
and is in a serious condition. It is thought 
by the police that the unknown man was 
murdered by members of a well-known gang 
of North Side toughs, who were responsible, 
it is said, for the shooting of Lieut. Barcal of 
the East Chicago Avenue Precinct. 

The Lieutenant, when on his way home 
sunday morning, discovered two men trying 
to force an entrance into a building. He at- 
tempted to arrest them, but they managed to 
escape, and during the fight one of them shot 
Lieut. Barcal in the chest, inflicting a serious 
wound.

BEFORE THE GRAND-JURY 


MR. ERSKINE’S CHARGES AGAINST THE 
MISSOURI PACIFIC'S OFFICERS. 


The Matter Now in the Hands of the 
Prosecuting Attorney of Lafayette 
County and to Be Laid Before the 
Grand-Jury— Both Sides of the Story. 


The Lexington (Mo.] News says that the 
charges of Mr. Charles Erskine, President of 
the Rocky Branch Coal Co. at Higgins ville, 
against the Missouri Pacific Railroad Oo., 
which were published in the Sonar Post- 
DisPaTcu of July , are to be investigated by 
the next Grand-jury of Lafayette County. 
The matter has been submitted to Mr. 
Charles Aull, the Prosecuting Attorney of 
the County, who will give it his 
special attention during the next few 
weeks. He was in consultation 
last Wednesday with Mr. Erskine, who 
visited Lexington from his home in Kansas 
City for that purpose. Mr. Erskine accuses 
the Missouri Pacific Rallroad Co. of own- 
ing and operating several coal mines in 
Lafayette and other countiee in Missouri un- 
der the corporation name of Mining Compan- 
les, and of endeavoring to freeze and squeeze 
out all competing coal companies, in viola - 
tion of the Missouri statutes. 

THE OHARGES. ° 

The charge is made that Edwin Gould, son 
of Jay Gould, is president of the Mining Com- 
panies, although his name is omitted 
from the letter- heads of the company, 
and that Manager Clark of the Missouri 
PacifiC is one of the directors. Mr. 
Erskine’s mines lie midway between the 
Missouri Pacific and Chicago & Alton roads, 
about three miles from each. He has had 
switch connections for some time with the 
O. & A., but when he constructed a switch 
last year to the Missouri Pacific road, that 
company refused to give him connection and 
induced the State Railroad Commissioners to 
withdraw their approval of the proposed 
connection. He says that the Mining Com- 
panies tried to force bim to sell out to them 
but refused to give him his price. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

In reply to these charges, the railroad 
people deny that they have been trying to 
crush Mr. Erskine out of business, and say 
that in making his charges he has been ac- 
tuated by spite, the Mining Companies hav- 
ing refused to buy him out. The charge that 
the Coal Companies are in realty the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Co. is denied by the latter’s 
officers, but they admit that some of the di- 
rectors and officers of one company are also 
directors and officers of the other, claiming 
that there isno violation of the law in that. 
They claim that the Rocky Branch Ooal Co. 
wanted not only the switch connection asked 
for but also a side track 2,200 feet long 
for all time, and that when they offered to 
give Mr. Erskine the privilege for one 
year the gentleman refused to sign the 
contract. They did not propose, they said, to 
give away a perpetual lease to their own 
gidetrack. They objected to granting the 
switch connection also for the reason, they 
claim, that the Rocky Branch Coal Co. wanted 
to do a general freight business on their switch 
for other coal companies along the line and to 
pay the Missouri Pacific Co. no portion of the 
receipts. And then the switch was eight feet

ADMIRAL M’CANR. 


The Reason for His Recall From Chilian 
Waters. 


WasHinoror, D. C., July 6.—The purpose of 
the Navy Department in ordering Acting Rear 
Admiral McCann home from Chili instead 
of returning him to the command of 
the South Atlantic station continues to bea 
matter of nolittle speculation among naval 
people. The statement made that he is com- 
ing here simply to await the com- 
pletion of the repairs of the Pensacola 
before returning to the South Atlantic 
station can hardly be accepted as the 
true reason, when it is remembered that the 
Pensacola is beyond repair. It is rather 
a strange thing, too, that Admiral McCann 
should be ordered to New York and the Pen- 
sacola to San Francisco if there were any 
intentions of sending him to her to com- 
mand the South Atlantic tion. There is 
no doubt that his returm has something to do 
with Chilian affairs and it is equally true that 
he will not return to the command of the 
South Atlantic station for some time to come 
Hat all. Noone suspects that his adminis- 
tration of affairs in Chili has not been satis- 
factory, for he is generally regarded as one 
of the ablest officers in the service. His views 
on Chilian affairs are evidently wanted, but 
for just what purpose is uncertain. 

In view of his early retirement it is consid- 
ered doubtful whether he will be sent back to 
the South Atlantic station. The orders 
directing him to return home did not detach 
him from the command of that squadron, but 
as he cannot return until he gets a new flag- 
ship, and as it will be autumn before the 
Newark will de taken away from the evolu- 
tion squadron for that purpose he would 
hardly reach the headquarters of his station 
at Montevideo before he would have to re- 
turn home for retirement. There is a strong 
impression that Rear Admiral Benham, re- 
cently detached from Mare Island, wili soon 
be ordered to command the South Atlantic 
squadron,

Salvator’s race against time at Mon- 
mouth was a fine performance, the watch 
marking 1:35%, but he carried only 110 
pounds. His greatest performance was a 
mile and a quarter in 2:05 with 122 pounds up.

County takes the 
lead in sinc ores, with a product of 144,051,380 
pounds and is second in lead with 11,619,430 
pounds, St. Francis County leading with 
57,027,745 pounds, The value of the zinc ores 
annually marketed is $2,024,057 and of the 
lead ores, $1,571,160. It should be remem- 
bered that the greater partof the mining 
district has been developed only within re- 
cent years, and that the next census will 
show an enormous increase, The future of 
the Missouri mines is particularly bright.’’ 


PROSPEROUS MISSOURI FARMERS. 

This morning A. L. McLellan of South 
Bend, Ind., arrived in the city, and regis- 
tered at the Lindell, ‘‘I have just returned 
from a trip through the farming districts of 
Missouri,’’ said Mr, McLellan, ‘‘Where I 
have been for the purpose of selling farming 
implements and agricultural machinery, and 
making collections for that already sold. The 
result of my trip has convinced me that the 
Missouri farmers are about the most prosper- 
ous in the country, at least inthe West, which 
is the only section that I know 
anything about. The amount of improved 
machinery bought in this State si ice the be- 
ginning of the year is between two and three 
times as great as was the case last year, 
which in its time was the largest on record. 
Not only is the quantity large, but the quality 
excellent, the farmers wanting good rather 
than cheap machines. In along experience 
of the trade I have always found this to be in- 
dicative of prosperity. Where farmers had 
little money they wanted make-shift machin- 
ery that would cost little. Missouri used to buy 
a good deal of this, but now very little is 
wanted, as buyers will not be satisfied with 
anything short of the best. I have had an 
experience tha m occurs, that is in- 
ferior mac ry has been offered me at a 
low pries in exchange for better, This has 
in many cases been accepted, and the poorer 
machinery sold in the North and Northwest. 
Another marked feature is the number of 
men paying cash, No long credits are asked, 
all bills are promptly paid and there is every 
evidence of prosperity.’’ 


AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 


The cattle crop of Texas and Southern 
Kansas sent to market this year,’’ said W. L. 
Carleton of Dallas, will not be as large as 
that of last year if simply the number of 
heads are counted, but it willaverage much 
higher in weighttothe head. The reason 
for this is that the eattlemen have generally 
gotten rid of their pressing debts. and do not 
have to send their stock to market whether 
itis ripe or not. The fact that this has had 
to be done during the past four or five years 
has had more to do with the low 
prices that have prevailed than even the 
beefcombine. But the process of liquidation 
has now progressed far enough to enable the 
cattlemen to hold on totheir stock until it is 
fit to be sent to market, and they are doing it. 
No one who has seen the cattle shipped this 
year can fail to have been struck by the 
superior condition of the stock. The grass 
has been excellent, there is plenty of water, 
and there are scarcely any young animals to 
be found. From inquiry among breeders I 
learn that there are more fine cattle retained 
on the ranges for another season’s fattening 
than for many years. A most unusual pro- 
portion of the crop is being shipped to St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, and more will be 
sent there next year.’’
